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INTRODUCTION. 



TuE Letters of the Lacly Brilliana Ilarley are published from a 
CoUectioD of family papers in the possession of her descendant tlie 
Lady Frances Vernon Harcourt^ of Hrampton Bryan, Herefordshire. 
The MSS. had been ncglet'tcd at Eywood, the seat of the Hurleys in 
that county, until within the last few years, wben they were rescued 
from ruin, aud arranged by the Lady Frances, to whose cfaai'ge 
they were conimitteil by her father, Edward, the fifth Earl of Oxford, 
It is not improbable, that they were left at Eywood by Edward Hai*- 
ley, tbe Auditor of the Imprest, who resided there^ being himself the 
second son of Sir Edward Harley, to whom most of the Letters are 
addressed, and to whose piety, no doubt, their preservation is due. 

It will be remembered, that u^ion *ailure of issue male of Robert 
Harley, the first Earl of Oxford, by the deatli of his son Edward, the 
founder of the Harleian Library, the title passed to the son of the 
auditor his brother, and thence descendetl to the late Earl, at 
whose death, whilst these jmges are in the pivss fJainiory 1853) 
the title became extinct. 

The present volume coniprises all the Letters in the collection 
written by the Lady Brilliana, which lU'e prhited fi*om ti'anscripts 
made by the Editor, wltji scrupulous fidelity to the uri^inals. 
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Referring to Collhia^ "Historical Coliectiona of the noble faniiliea 
of Cavendish, Holies, Vere, Harlcj and Ogle," fLond. 1752) for the 
earlier notices of the diatioguished family of Harley, it may be well, 
for the illustmtion of theas iettci's^ to state that Sir Robert Harley, 
the husband of the Lady BrilUaiia, was the son of Thomas Jlarley, 
of Brampton Bryan Castle, by Margaret daughter of Sir Andrew 
Corl>et, of Morton Corbet in the county of Salop, and born at 
Witjmoi'e Castle^ and baptised there 1st Marchj 1579." His father, 
born about 1548, was sherifl' 36° Elizabeth, and again in the last 
year of that reign and in the first of James, its which year he had 
the grant from the King of the honour of Wij^more Castle, He wag 
in frequent state employments,'* in the council of William Lord. 
Compton, President of the Marches of Wales, and " very consider- 
able for his affluence both of fortune and ability, and distinguished 
himself by the eagflcity of his counsels to the King, against ttie 
measures tlieii in pursuit, as tending to involve his Majesty or his 
son in a war with his people." Quitting public employment, he 
retired to his estnte, where lie lived in the exercise of a noble hos- 
pitality, and (lied at an advanced age, and was buried at Brampton 
Bryan 19th March, lt>;U.'= 

The mother of Sir Robert having died when he was young, his 
early education was entrusted to his uncle Richard Harley, an 
aeeoniplished scholar* He allerwai'ds entered Oriel college,** under 
the tutorage of the Rev« Cadwalluder Owen,* reputed a great dis- 
putant, and commonly known as "Sic Doceo;" at which place he 
must have been held in high esteem, for on tlie motion of the 
Provost, 1641/ hts arms were placed in a window of the new 
hall, built about this time, where they still are to be seen. Having 
taken the degree of Bachelor of Arts, he removed to the Imier 
Temple,*! where he associated with men of the fii*3t rank and in- 
duence in that tiueiety, and remained there until the coronation of 
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King Jnmes.tt at which be was made one of tlje Knights of the Bath. 
In 10th July, 1604, he was made Forester of Boringwood or Bring- 
waud Chase, in the county of Hereford, with the office of the 
Pokership (the nature of which office is now involvetl in ohscurity), 
and custody of the forest or chase of Prestwood, and in tlie 7th of 
Khig James he ohtained a grant to hiinseUj his heirs, and assigns 
for ever, for a weekly market and annual fair at Wigniore. 

Marrying early, in the life-time of his father,* lie resided for some 
time at StiUiage Lodge, in the parish of Brampton; and whilst in- 
teresting himself in rural pursuits^ in the improvement of breeds of 
cattle, sheep, and horses, and other hranches of agriculture, devoted 
much of his time to everything connected with the business and 
welfai'Gj iHiligious and secular, of the county of Hereford, of wlncli 
he was a magistrate and deputy lieutenauL He represented the 
borough of Radnor in the parliament 1" and 12" Jamcs,^ and was 
elected one of the knights for He refoixl shire Jn SI"* James, and in 
15% le*" of CharleSj which last beginning 3rd Nov. 1640, continued 
sitting until 1653 ; a parliament which, notwithstanding the diasoju- 
tion of the monarchy and the summoning of no less than four 
parliaments by the usurping power, was re-assembled in 1659, 
when a Bill was passed for its dissolution/ and for calling another 
parliament, which met 25th April, 1G60, and restored the monarchy. 

Sir Robert was a man of wit, learning, and piety, but of an 
austere and decided character. As a patriot, he was zealous and 
active for the redress of the many grievances under which tlie peuple 
of England had tofj just grounds of complaint; and in his rehgion 
he was deeply imbued with the views of the Puritans, of which party 
he was one of the most decided and influential members. 

The Journals of the House of Commons, es|>ecially during the 
Long Parliament, evince how iiicessaotly and zealously he was occu- 
pied in committeea of tliat Louse, and in conferences with the Lords, 
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on almost all the most important questions of the times. To him, in 
comiiiitteea with others, were referred the petitions of Leighton,* 
Pryune,"* Bastwick,*^ and other sufferers under the Stiu- Chamber; also, 
the consideration of the jurisdjetion of the High CommJsssion Courts 
of Canterbury and York, — of tlie Star Chamber, and also of the qonrt 
of the Council of tlie Jlarches of Wales ; <* the acta and abuses of which 
courts had given such great cause of discontent. He was active in 
the proceedings against the Lord Strafford,^ — in the Scotch and Irish 
affiiirs,'^ — in carry hig out also the scheme of adventures for Ire- 
land/^— of the joint committee of the Commons witli the Lords, 
to receive from tiie Scotch Commissioners wliat they had to commu- 
nicate to both or either house of paj^Iiainent.^ He was busily engaged 
in tlie organizing of the militia, — in providing means far carrying 
OTi the civil wars ; ^ lending money and plate himself, and encouraging 
others to do the saiucj towards the sup|>ort of the Parliamentary 
cause ; in which he was of the committee for the garrison ' of Glouces- 
ter and the security of the western counties^ Sir Robert was on 
the committee for the Great Seal;^ and also on an ordinance of Por- 
Jiament for upholding the trade and settling the government of the 
Company and Fellowship of Jlerchant^ trading to the East Indies, &c. 
and also to the Levant seas. He was chairman of the committees for 
Elections, for the Universities, for Emmanuel College, also of one of 
the siibdivisions of the Grand Committee for Kehgion. To Sir Robert 
was entrusted the pi-cpai-ation of the order to prolnliit the ^ 
the sm-plice in cathedral, collegiate, and parish church 
the better observing of the Lord's Day. He was of the committee

to refer to the very frcf[uent connecdon of his name in the Journals rj j„iy. UMl 
of theHouse oi'Comnions with all theye matters, orwjth the proceedings 
against the Archbiahop, Bisho|>s, and other ecclesiastical persons : — The 
suppression of the surplicCj tlie removal of innovations, the destruction 
of altai's and crosses, superstitious images and ins<?riptions, were all 
Uigldv ooDgenial witli his convictions, and not loss so the rigid o\h- 
servance of tlio Sabbath, and ]>rivate and public fasts. We arc not 
surprised to find hiui of the committee with Pjfin, Strode, Nath. 
Ficnt^, Hampden and others, ** to prepftre a declaration of the una- 
nimoue consent and resolution of the House, for the defence of the 
religion catablishedj of the King's person, and the liberty of 
the subject, be it by oath or any other way; "^ and among the first ■• :! Mny. ifin. 
of the House of Commons to take tin.* Protestation \ i^airij 
witJi Selden,'' Nath. Fienea, Ham[Mlen, Sir Benjamin Rudyard -4 Apii, liiij. 
and others, " to prepare and present unto the House a form of 
declaration, which may express the Intentions of the House, for 
tlie vindicating the doctrine of the Clmrch from the asixTsiona laid 
upon it, and concerning government, discipline, and public liturgy, 
and concerning consuItatil^n to be had with divines thereon, and to 
consider of the establishing and maintaining of a preaching ministry 
throughout the kingdom, and tlie ways and means how to do it, and 
renewing tlic ProteatAtion of tlje 3 May 1641, in the Sacred Vow and 
Covenant of G June 1643; and ailterwarda naturally engaged busily in 
framing and taking the Solemn League and Covenant,'' On the death * issept.ieia. 
and in place of Pym, Sir Robert was elected iaito the committee 
of tbe assembly of divines, ^ and zealously devoted himself to its pro- • 15 Dee. ]6ia. 
ceo<Ungs ; he reported the " amendments to the Ordinance for esta- 
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blisliing the Director}^ for Public! Wor5lii|ii,"* and took an active part 
in almost all other deliberations of that intolerant and unconstitutional 
body. 

He had wisdom to discern the tendency and ambitious ends of the 
army, and boldness to act upon his conviction. Happily he was 
averse to the extreme meaaarea afirunst the Kinu, and was with 
his son Edward amongst the members made prisoners^ (6 Dec. 1648,) 
for voting " tiiat the King*s answer to the propositions of both Ronses 
was a ground to proceed upon in the settlement ot" the kiiin;dom's 
peace." He had been made by Charles L Master and Warden of 
the Mint;*" subseqaently displaced by the King; restored, however, 
by an ordinance of Parliament, 6 Slay, 1043," and contiimed to hold 
the office under the proviso of " tfie self-denying ordin/ince,'"' passed 
3 April, 1645, After the death of the King, uj>on a re[Jort of 
the Council of State, that the Master of the Mint refused to stamp 
and coin with any other stamp than formerlvj the House ordered a 
triid of the pix to be made at his expenspj and he -was put out 
of the office, and Dr. Gourdon iJie physician sncceeiled to it, with 
a salary, aecordini; to Whitelocke,* of £4CXH> a-year; which is said 
also to have been the salary in Sir Robertas time. 

Sir RoWrt sustained great losses in the civil wars ;^ his castles 
destroyed, parks and farms plundered of about 500 deePj of 800 
excellent sheep, 30 i^oodly cows, and other cattle in proportion, with 
a stud of 30 breeding mares and young colts; and sutfering much 
irom the detention of his rents^ and himself an object of gUBpiciou, 
he retired into the country, and repaired in some degree the waste 
of his estate ; but in his later years he was much afflicted with the 
gout and stone, aJI which troubles he bore with patience and re&ig- 
natioQ to the Divine will. 

It is recorded in his tiineral sermon, that about three days before 
his death, when he arose and went to prayer, as he constantly used 



lo doj though not able to enlarge in prayer, because of weakness, ]i^ 

prayed for the ruia of AntL-Chnst, and for the churches of God 

beywud the sea, naming Savoy, Switzerland and Getmany.

and Jlr. Morland (afterwards Sir Samuel Morlaad) was sent ambas- 
sador to remonstrate with the Duke of Savoy, and on hia retui'n 
published " The History of the Evangelical Churches of the Valleys 
of Piedmont, 1658.'* 

Sir Robert had ever been the friend and patron of learning and reli- 
gion, both of which he sincerely loved; and many able ministers 
were settled in his neighbourhood tlirough his mfluence, and found a 
shelter from trouble and persecution under his roof. To him were 
many works dedicated; among otliers there is '• a Treatise on Simeon*s 
Song; or Instructions advertising how to liveholily and dye happily :" 
(Lond. 1659)j composed for his use, when weakness and old age coii'' 
fined him to his chamber, by Timothy Wotidroffe.'' Woodroffe had i» Woixla 
been tutor to Hobbs of Malmesbury, and had suffered himself much * "j^i"*' ^°^' "'' 
in the beginning of the civil wars, fi*om botli pai'ties; through Sir 
Robert's kindness he had been preferred to the rectury of Ivings- 
landj in his own gift, and tlu-ough his influence made one of the 
par lian lent ary preachers in the cathedral of Hereford. 

Sir Robert died at Brampton Bryan 6th Nov. 1656, and waa 
there buried 10th Dec.*^ on which occasion the church at Brampton, ' B.iti^an.Uvg. 
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wliicli lisitl Iieeu destroyed in tlie siege, after its restoration was first 
used. The Rev, Tlioinas Froysell, his own kinsman, minister of 
Cluu in Shrajjshire, preached the funeral sermon, which was aSisv- 
vvartls published (London 1658) under the title of "The Beloved 
Disciple," together with another sermon, " The Gale of Opjwrtunity," 
preached on the death of his friend Humphrey Walcot, of Wutcot, 
Esq. From the fortaer the sketc*,h of his character ia added to this 
Introductioti . 

Sir Rohert was thrice married. First, to Anne, daughter of Charles 
Barret, of Belhouse in Essex, Esq. by whom he had a aou who died 
early, and wa^ buried at Bueknell in Shropshire. She was buried 
at Custon in Kent, nhere there is a monument to her memory. 

Secondly, t*j Mary, sister of Sir Richard Newport « (afterwards 
Lord Newport) of High Ercall, in the county of Salop, by whom he 
had nine childreuj who died young. She waa buried at Brampton 
ath Aug. 1622. 

Thirdly, to Brilliana, second daughter of Sir Edward Couway, 
(afterwards Baron Conway,** of Uagley, in the county of Warwick, 
22nd March, 1G24, and Viscount Killutiigh in Ireland, 15th March, 
1626, and Visuuunt Conway, of Conway Castle, 6th June, 1627), by 
Doivjthy, daughter of Sir John Tracy, of Todington^ in the county of 
Glouc^Btei', and widow of Edward Bray, of Great Barrington, in 
that county, Iler brothers were Edward, second Viscount Conway, 
Sir Thomas Couway and Ralph Coiiway ; and her sisters, Frances, 
married to Sir William Pelham, of Brocklesby, hi the county of 
Lincoln, and Flelengenwagh, married to Sir WiUiam Smyth of Hill 
Hall, in the county of Essex. 

Recent generations of the Harloys, since the time of Hen: VII, 
hui.1 marrietl mto the families of Hackluyt of Yetton,^ Croft of 
Croft, Warneconiil>e of Ivjngton, in llereiijrdshire, and Vaughan of 
Tretower, in the comitv of Bi*ecknock; bv which alliances a cousin- 
ahip existed bctwecii the Hurleys and most of the families of note and

Briliiana Conway was born whilst her father was Lieutt-Governor 
(if the Brill, and it is presumed at that place about 1600, as she was 
iriarried 22nd July, 1623, then in her twenty-third year. An Act 
was passed in Aprilj I60G,* for the naturalisatiun of the children of 
Sir Edward Con^vaiSj Knight, probably suun after their coming 
into this country. Notliing is known of her until her marriage, but 
the conteuta of tlie letters evince that her education had been coa- 
ilucted with cai*e and regard to the duties ol' a practical and 
religious Ki'e; but it may, hi truth, be said of her, what Lord Claren- 
don said of her cousin Lady Fairfax, ** havhig been bred m Holland, 
she had not that reverence for the Church of England, aa she ought 
to have had, and so uiiiiappily conciuTed in ber husband entering 
into rebellion— never imagining what misery it would bring upon tlie 
kingdom.*' Though there are no quotations in Fronch or Latiji, 
it is evident, she was acquainted with tlieae languages, and her mind 
well stored witii the knowledge of Holy Scri]jtare and divbiity, as 
>%oU as of ancient aud modern history, and JUily intent U|,H:>n the 
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events, both domostk and foreign, of the momentous years in which 
she lived. 

The letters are printed in the order of their dates, some few undated 
are so placed by authority of internal evidence. Upon a more careful 
examination of the contents, No. 106 appears to be misdated in 
tJjc year (not an uncommon mistake, when, as in these letters, the 
old style is used, and the new year commenced 2'3t]\ March), and 
misplaced, and the undated letter No. 134, misplaced. 

All the letters except the first, dated Ragley, the seat of her father in 
Warwickshire, are from Bromton or Brompton, now Brampton Bryan 
Castle- They are written in a bold and legible hand, vrith few contrae- 
tionsj and scarcely an erasui'e ; but the use of capitals, and the spelling, 
not only of the names of persona and places, but of everyday words, are 
varied and irregular. A few of tlie letters are written by an amanu- 
ensis, in seasons of sickness, but signed by herself as usual, or with 
her initials. They were generally sent by an express messenger or 
the carrier, occasionally by a friend, or the tradesmen^ but most 
rarely by tlie post of Hereford, Leominster, Shrewsbury, or Ludlow, 
then recently established, and not much to be depended upon ; the 
insecurity of letters at thtg time gave rise to a variety of secret cor- 
respondence, one of which, very simple, is exemphfied by Letters 
188» 189j &c. 

The earlier letters (1625^ — 1633) are addressed to her husband; 
and the remainder (1638 — 1643), with the exception of a Letter to 
Sir Robert and two letters written to her friend Mrs. Wallcote of 
Wallcote, during her troubles at Bi'^amptoDt to her son Edward, 
commencing in Oct. 1638, his residence in Oxford. 

The letters are written with the greatest fondness of maternal aflec- 
tion, and abound with excellent remarks and advice on his studies, 
health and conduct in tlie University, witli frequent allusions to affairs 
homeaud foreign. A deeply religious tone jiervades the whole of tliem; 
it ia scaively possible to find a single letter without the evidences of 
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practical pTcty. It is^ uniKs^essary to notice any particular passages. 
It is clear, that lier luind was imbued with tlie doctrines and disci- 
pline of Calvin, which were at this Jama working jwwerfully in 
many of the most learned, pious and patriotic i>eoplG, lay and clerical, 
of tilts country. Numerous allusions attest the accuracy of her in- 
farmation, and the interest aho took in public atlairs, and in the pro- 
ceedings of the Parliament. She deeply sympathized in the feelings 
of her husband in his Tarie<l employmenta, and entered fully int^ his I 4j 
interests and pursuits. They agi'eed in regai'ding Episcopacy as It 
Anti-Christ, and nothing short of ** down with it, down with it, even 
to the ground," would satisfy their zeal. 

The muiistrations of Bi-ampton Bryan under two successive rectors, 
accorded with their views, and afforded them ample opportunities of 
religious exercises, in the observance of public and private fasts; how 
strictly they were there observed, appears by the memorandum now in 
the register of that parish, a copy of which will be found in the Notes. 

The rectors here allude<i to, were Thomas Pierson and Stanley 
Gower. The Rev: Thos. Peacock^ Feilow of Brazennose college, 
had preceded Pierson, hut appears from Froysell's sermon, already 
mentioned, never to have resided at Brampton. Sir Robert had no 
doubt been acf^uainted with him in Oxford, and not improbably de- 
rived benefit from hia advice and inatrnctioij, as he was " highly 
esteemed for Ids great learning, great sanctity of hfe, and counsel," 
and was known as the converter of Robert Bolton, a well-known puritan 
divine ; by whom " an account of the last visitation, conflict, and death 
of 'Mr. Peacock was publisbed, 1646."* Pierson had been brought up » Wood^B 
in Emmajmel college,* where he resided for several years, and was the ^'j^'^J'^;; 5u. 
friend of the learned Calvinist William Perkins, whose workg he had •• MS. Noiiceo* 
been engaged in editing, and also in tlie publication of Brightman's u^ml^on 
work on the Apocalypse, and was known as a profound scholar and J*'^""^ '" ^"'-

theologian. Instituted in 1612, he continued to reside at Brampton 
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until Iiis tlenth, 163.1. In the early years of PlyrsoiV* rusidonoi?, liia 
ministrations had not bcAii accoptable to Tlionins Hiirlin', tlie father 
of Sir Robert, who made frequent complaints of him to Bennett, 
1G02— lfii7. Bishopof Hereford, who used todoclarCj with truth, "that he received 
letters from the father against Mr. Pierson, and from his sen in liis 
behalf." Jolm Harley, the grandfather of Sir Jlobert, never adopted 
the reformed doctrines, and was a zealous Romanist, and was said 
to have given some protection at Brampton Castle to Parsons and 
Champion> the Jesuits. It may be inferred^ therefore, that these 
differences arose out of the i-eMgioua views now probably first put 
fortb at Brampton ; for it is said, " that a solemn day of prayer was

continued all expressions of high esteem and real friendship for him, 
and gave a copyhold estate to him and his wife for their joint lives, 
and in bis enfeebled old age received his continual ministrations," 
and " to his dying day, no man, except in nearest relation to him, 
was more in Ids esteem, more dear unto him, or in whom he put 
more confidence, than Mr. Pierson." 

In Brampton, Pierson set up the strict observance of tbe Ember

He was also one of g„._ p 375. ' 

the London feoffees for buying in impropriations,* and to maintain a 

constant preaching ministry where it was wanting ; a design which 

was much applauded by the I'eligious party in England, but which 

soon giving offence to the High Church party, waa interrupted by the 

Star Chamber, when the titliea which had been purchased were 

seized for the King's use. Ho received young men into liis house» , 

to prepare for the Universities and holy orders ; and in all these 

ways exercised a very great influence, not only in his own parish, 

but far and wide in that district, which is represented as having 

been in great religions darkness, A minister of this time» Mr. 

Gwalter Stephens, of Bishop's Castle, ** who had lighted hia candle 

at famous Mr» Pierson's,'' of Brampton Bryan,'* used to sav, that "* ^^^' ^*«'"" 

of lJram|jton 

"when be preached^ in his younger days, for a great space, there was Brjn.ti, Brit, 
never a preacher between him and tlie sea one way, and none near 
him the other, but one in Slu'ewsbury/^ Pierson objected not to the 
Liturgy or the gesture of kneeling in the receiving of the Lord's 
Sapper, but scrupled the use of the surplice, and the cross in bap- 
tism ; yet is aald to have been liberal enough, to allow the use of 
both to his own curate, A Mr. Brice, of Henley upon Thames, was 
nominated on Pierfion'a death, but his old parishioners express- 
ing their sense of the great loss they should sustain by his removal 
from them, he was allowed to relinfptish it, and retunied to his old 
charge, when Stanley Gower became rector, and a great blessing 
to the place, following ihe steps of Mr. Pierson. 

Gower was a man of piety and learning, and had been bronglit up 
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by Dr. Hoy(.% proLably at Duliliiij as he had been chaplain to Arcli- 
bishop UsLet* for some tJiue. Hb last ministration reoorded in the 
register of Brampton is dut^id i May, 1642. He liad been nominated 
and approved as one of the Assembly of Divines,* and removed at 
once to London, and became a constant attendant and active member 
in tliat assembly, being employed m tbo compiliitioii of tJie Assem- 
bly's Confession of ¥aith and the larger and smaller Catechisms. He 
WU3 one of the coramittee apjwtnted by ordinance of Parliament for the 
examination and a])proval of such clergymen sis jietittoned for sequee- 
tcred livings,'' and himself in possession of one near Lndgate. He 
was also a select preacher before the House of Commons at St. Mar- 
gaitt'Sj and one of the presbyters atid members of tlie Assembly to 
examine and ordain by imposition of liands all those whom tliej should 
judge qualified to be admitted to the sacred iiiinistry.'^ No doubt he 
agreed with Sir Robert Hoidey in all such matters, and disapprov- 
ing, like his patron, of tlie wicked desipis upon the King, He was one 
of the ministers who assembled at Zion College,'' and published 
** ik serious and faithful representation of their judgment, in a letter 
to the General and his Council :** and also, " A Vindication of the 
London Ministers from the unjust aspersions cast upon their former 
actings lor the Parliament, as if they had promoted the bringing 
the King to capital punishment," 

But to return to the Lady Rrilliana. Moving but little from home,. 
her time was much given to her children and domestic matters — and, ^ ■\^ 
in the absence of Sir Robert, to the management of his estate, on which ', 
several judicious remarks will be found in these letters. The affairs of • 
the country, in these snd times, afforded too great cause of anxiety to ' 
alluw her to be a quiet observer of what was passing. It was but to 
be expected, on the breaking out of the Civil Wars, in a county 
wbicJi was genti'ally devoted to the Kinjj's cause, tliat Brampton 
Bryan, the seat of one so influential on the other side, would soon 
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attract n more than agreeable notice. Whilst Sir Uolieii. was engaged 
in Parliament, she became an object of* suspicmii to her laral neigh- 
bours, and after reiitatcd minor provocations mid threatcnings, the 
plundering of his park of deer and game, and the withholding of hia 
rents, the rastle was surrounded by the soliliei's of the rayalists or 
" miilignants," under Sir Wiliiani Vavasour and Colonel I.ingen." 
Shut up now in Brampton Castle with her children, and neighbours 
"who resorted thither to keep tliemselves frnm the plunder and vil- 
laiious usage tlien the practice of the Cavidiers,"^ with the advice of 
Dr. Nathajiic'l Wrigbt, a pbysician of Hci'eford, frequently Li attend- 
ance upon her, and who now, with hia wiicj took up his quarters there, 
and devoted liiinsclf and his money to the cause, and that of a veteran, 
sent to her by Colonel Massey fixim G-loucesler, and her own ser^ 
vants, she defended it with a prudence and valoiu- worthy of her 
distinguished family. The siege commenced 25 July, 1643, "on a 
day on which she and her young children were engaged in prayer 
and humlUation for the mercy of God to avert the dreadful judg- 
ment then justly fearedj*' and continued for six weeks; when the 
besiegera, alarmed by the operations in and about the Porest of 
Dean, were hurried off to the neighbourhood of Gloucester. "The 
first stnjke of the Cavaliers in the siege was ujion a poor aged 
blind man, who was wjtliont any provocation killed in the street."" 
During the siegCj " the cook was shot by a poisoned bullet, and 
a nmning stream that fumishud the village was poisoned." The 
church, parsonage house, and dwelling bouses, together with the mill 
about a quarter of a mile off', with the buildings belonging to the 
castle, were all destroyed: and early in the following year, Sir 
Miebnel \V''oodbouse, governor of Ludlow (having been successful 
in bis brutal attack on Hopton Castle,*^ which in its distress had re- 
ceived assistance from Brampton Castle,) came before it again, when, 
after a gallant defence made by the servants, under Dr. Wright's 
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direction, it surrendered al mercy only, and tlie inmates, including 
three of Sir Robertas younger children, were taken prisoners, after 
a siege of three weeks, 1'here were taken 67 men^ 100 arms, two 
barrels of powder, and a whole year's provisions,* 

Lady Brilliana was of a delicate constitution; and, enfeebled by 
rejpeated attacks of illness and continued anxieties during her troubles, 
and the long absence of ber husband and son, whom she fondly 
lovedj she took a cold, alluded to in her last letter, and after a few 
days' illness died, soon after the raising of the first siege, in Oct, 
1643, leaving three sons and four danghtcrs, all baptised at Bramp- 
ton, as follows :— Edward, 24 Oct. 1624; Robert, 16 April, 1626 ; 
Thomas, 13 Jan. 1627-8; Bnlliana, 26 April, 1629; Dorotbie, 
12 Sept. 1630; Margaret, 25 Dec. 1631; and Elizabeth, 26 Oct. 
1634.^ 

Edward Harley, bom at Brampton, 21 Oct, 1624, and baptised as 
above, three days afterwards, was as bis mother, in his infancy, of a 
delicate constitution. Having passed some period at school, first in 
Sbrewabury and then at Gloucester,, he was sent to IVragdaleiii hall, 
at that time under the principal Dr. Wilkinson, and the tutorage 
of Edward Perkins, described by Calamy*^ ** as a great mtui, a very 
ready and well studycd divine, esjiecially in school divinity, a great 
tutor, and particularly famous for lus giving Mr. John Corbet (the 
historian of Gloucester, and a good divine) his education and 
the direction of bis studies." Magdalen hall at this time was in 
Oxford what Emmanuel College was at Cambridge, a famous 
puritanical school, and several remarkable men bad been there edu- 
cated, on which account, no doubt, it was selected by Sir Robert for 
his son. Dr. Ingrajii, in his Memorials of Oxford, states, **aa a 
house of learning, it could have been inferior to none in the university 
in eminence at that period, since in the yeai* 1624, under the elder 
^Vilkinson, it reckoned 300 students on the books, forty of whom 
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Tvere Masters of Ails." He resided there for two academical years, 
nntil July 1040, but^ on account of the unhealthy state of the place, 
hia residence was broken lu the following October term, when he joined 
his father in London, where he waa at the opening of the Long Par- 
liament, 3 Nov: of that year. He was present too, at the trial of 
Lord Strafford, in April of the following year, and at that time gave 
himself much to the proceedings of the Parliament, His motlier was 
eagerly bent upon his entering public employment, and though only^ 
eighteen years of age^ she exercised her interest among her friends lettem cvi., 
to secure his return as burgess for the city of Herefordj on the death T * v, 
of Mr. Weaver; in which, however, she failed. Remaining in \ ^ 
London^ he had a lodging in Lincoln's Inn, and wa* probably a-J 
member of that society; but in 1642 he became a captain of a 
troop of horse in the parliamentary army, which he joined under LBttonexcix., 
the command of Sir William Waller, and in a few weeks had ^^' 
himself the command of a regiment of foot. In one of Sir William Leiierccn. 
Waller's skirmishes about this time/ probably at Lansdown, " ^' 
his horse was shot, " and on another occasion a rausket>ball,'* ^ S^r Edwurd'a 
levelled at his heart, was bent flat against his armour, (not reckoned lite in App, 
of such proof,) witiiout harm," He distinguished himself particularly 
in the conflict at Red Marley, near Ledbury, where ** at the head 
of his troop, he gallantly and in good order gave the charge, beat 27 July, 1644, 
the enemy from their ambuscadocs, put their horse to 6lght, and in 
an instant of time got into the van of their foot, cutting some down, 
and taking others prisonersj so that few escaped." ** He there received * Corbet'* Hht, 
a severe wound in the arm, which obliged Hra to seek surgical ortntm*-, i(i45J 
assistance in London ; but ho was again in the field early in the fol- ^' 
lowing year, and in the conflict between Prince Rupert and Colonel 
Maasie,** near Ledbury, in which it is said **Ma3sie was in great peril, ■" 33 April,: 645. 
as the Prince sought a personal encounter with liinv and ahot his HcaL ininxiun. 
horae.^ Edward Harley was here again hurt, and he is said to have i^^^a^Gi™!^ 
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carried a bullet in his body to his deatli. He was ordered witli his 
men to PJjmoutli in Nov: 1643,3 made Governor of Monmouth 1644, 
and of Canon Fromej a garrison near Hereford, in 1645, and quar- 
tered with the Major- General at Marston, near Oxford, in May 1 646. 
On the disabling of Humphrey Coniiigsbj, member for the county 
of Hereford, he was chosen member.^ He was at this time warmly 
. affected to the Presbyterian cause, which hts father had so zealously 
espoused; but notwithstanding his devotion to that party, and the 
spirit with which his i'amily was regarded by the Royalists, wlxen 
the faction iu the army began to form the scheme of a military 
govermnentj he was among the first to perceive the intrigues of 
Cromwell and Fairfax, and afiterwards openly to oppose thetii in the 
House of Commons, for which, %vith Denzell Holies and others, he 
was impeached by the army of Iiigh treason, " for that by tlieir power 
the ordinance for disbanding tlie army did pass." He was now dis- 
abled by an order of the Housed which wag afterwards revoked,^ 
and joining witl\ his father in December following,*' as before noticed, 
in favour of the King, they were by the army made prisoners. 
Henceforth he was an object of suspicion to Cromwell, and in 1650, 
on grounds of disaffection to the goveniment, was summoned by letter 
from Major Winthrop at Leominster,*^ to ap])ear at Hereford before 
the Commissioners of the Militia. This summons was followed by a 
visit from soldiers, who searched and read his papers, and cai'ried him 
and Mr. Clogie, the minister of Wigmore, to Hereford ; botli his 
brother Robert then M.P. for Radnor, and his brother Thomas, being 
at this time prisoners at BristoK Refusing a bond urged upon him at 
Hereford for his appeai'ance in London, he gave a promise to be there 
at his father's house from 18 Augi to 1st of Sept: following, which, 
under anthority of a p^s from Wroth Rogers,^ of tlie city of Here- 
ford, he was enabled to keep. What proceedings were then taken 
do not appear, but he was not permitted a residence in Herefordshire 
for ten yeai's. 




In a memorandum which wUI be found in the Appendix,* he re- ' p 
cordsj " that he was preserved ironi the cruelty of tltat power which 
put to death holy Mr, Love." Love was a Presbyterian minis- 
ter ;^ the martyr of the can^ej he was charged with treasons tried, " Marad-.n'H 
find condemned, as implicated in the plot with the Scots, for Later 'ruritanH, 
bringing In Chjwles IL, and was executed on Tower Hill.'^ When xeuilgHiaturv

terian ministers, he exulted in the cause for which he waa about to Aihtmie, vol, iiu 
suffer; declaring in a calm and manly manner his dislike of the Com- ^',-,1'' 
monwealthj and hie detestation of the Engagementj sa}nng3 " I am for 
a regulated miied monarchy, which I judge to be one of the best 
govcrnraenta in the world. I opposed the late King and hia forces, 
because I am against screwing up mouarcliy into tyranny, as much 
as against those who would pull it down into anarchy. I was never 
for putting the King to death, whose person I did promise in ray 
covenant to preserve, and I jndgo it an ill way to cure the body 
politic, by cutting off the political head.*' 

In the Parliament of I&06 he was again chosen for the county of 
Hereford, and being again secluded with other members, he was one 
who sitrned and published the Remonstrance/^ " (hat they would not "1,^^'"^?^™^^" 
be frightened or flattered to betray their country, and give up their ii43, ed. Lund, 
religion, lives, and estates^ to be at the will, to serve the Protector's 
lawless intentions j" setting forth his depredations, and the power lie 
had assumed; protesting "that the assembly at Westminster was not 
the reju^^entative body of England, and that all such members as shall 
take on them to approve the forcible exclusion of other chosen mem- 
bers, or shall sit and vote, or act by the name of the Parliament <if 
England, while to their knowledge many of tlie chosen members are 
BO by force shut out, ought to be reputed betrayers of the liberties 
of England and adlierents to tlie capital enemy of theComraonwealtli/' 
It was the lot of himself and family still to lie under suspicion in the 
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time of Richard CromwelJ, when hia brother Robert -wns arrested at 
Kynsham Courtj in Herefordahire, not without grounds of disaffec- 
tion to the Government, 

At the Restoration, Edward Harley was a zealous asserter of the 
royal cause, and met the King at Dover, and was shortly afterwards 
made Governor of Dunkirke, of wliich garrison he took immediate 
possession. Duritig the stot^ time he held that charge;, he mncb 
improved and strengthened it ; and it is a fact which IMarshal 
Schomberg owned to Sir Edward, when he came over with the 
Prince of Orange in 1688, '* tliat the French had often during 
• Tha Auditor'fl hia time attempted to take it by surprise."* Lord LansdowHj in 
his Vindication of General Monk, gives this account of Harley : " — 
" General Monk foresaw eaiOy what might happen to be the fate 
of Bunkirk, and took his precaution in the very beginning to 
preserve itj by placing Sir Edwiinl Harley in the command, a 
man of public spirit, firm to the interests of his country, and not to 
be biassed, tempted, or deluded to be assistant in any thing contrary 
to it; whicb appeared clearly afterwards, for the first step taken, 
as soon as the treaty "ft'as projectetl, was to remove that gallant man, 
and place another General there.*' Nor was he deceived in the esti- 
mate of Sir Edward, for he streuuously opposed tlie sale of it to the 
French, and persevered so far with the Houae of Commons, to pass 
a resolution to prepare an Act, that it should never be alienated, but 
be part of the King's heretlitary dominions. Neitlier threats or pro- 
mises could prevail witli him to be a party to its surrender. It 
being known that lis would reftise to deliver it up to the French, 
he was removed, but recei\*ed a most honourable dischai-ge of the 
trust from tiie King/ " When he took leave of the King before the 



* CoUin* gi^'e* the eonmiission for \\\» appointment (14 Julj, IG'flO), and the order for 
hip pviD^ up the town (o Lani Rijtrn-fott or Butherfoni (22 May, 1*1(1])^ Lord R'a dia- 
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reneral,* the Duko of Albemarle, he told him that the guns, »colliTiB,ji.304. 
stoi*c5, nrul ammunition he left them were worth more than the 
French were to give for the place (500,000^), and tliat he had left 
him one thing more, that his Majesty might not think of, and that 
was 10,000?. in an iron chest, which he had saved, against a siege or 
aiiy other exigency tlmt might happen/' By a fragment of a letter 
given in tho Append»Xj'*itwill he seen that the Karl of Montague was ^ Appendix, p. 
told by the King " that lie would not have parted with Dunkirk if he 
could have heen permitted to retain Colonel Harley in that post, 
whidi he would have preserved for his Majesty; but, said the 
King, I am continually disturbed, because he ia represented to be 
a notorious Presbyterian." The King was clearly not insensible to 
the wortli of tl;e man who had declined a viacountcy, lest bis zeal and 
his services for the restoration of the ancient Government should be 
reproached as proceeding fi-om ambition and not conscience; and 
Ills being: made a Knifijht of the Bath was done without his know- 
ledge : when employed at Dunkirk^ the King inserted his name in 
the list, with his own hand. 

Sir Edward Harley was a member in all the Parliamenta of Charles 
the Second, after the Restoration, either for tlie town of Radnor or the 
county of Hereford ; and, as he complied not with the corrupt measures 
of the Court, so he never entered into the plans of otliers, whoj under 
pretence of serving the public, pursued their own interest or revenge. 
He vigorously opposed all the acts for persecuting the Dtssenters, and 
the act which made the holy sacrament of the Lord's Supper a civil test; 
nd, when King James H. came to the throne, and set up a dispensing 
power, under cloak of which, he intended U^ bring in Popery, he endea- 
voured, without success, to prevail with Croft, bishop of Hereford, and 
with the Dissenters of that county, with whom he had justly a great 
influence, not to read the King's declaration, nor make any address upon 
it: and neither he nor any of his family ever took any oath to that King. 
t:AMD, 80C. d 
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Tliough he was a favourer of sucli as dissented from tbe Cliurcli of 
England for conscienct3 sake, and sometimes went to bear Mrr Baxter 

• Auditor Har- and otiiers in London,"* which brought him under suspicion of being 
still a favourer of the Presbyterian cause, yet he cunstiintly attended 
church ; and liaving, as his son Edward savs, " by the grace of God, 
and a constant reading of the scriptures, attained a very CInri&tiaa 
temi>er, he never engaged in the narrow principles with which 
several parties in the Church had enibi'oiled themselves and the 
comitry :" a confirmation of which will be seen in liia letter to Lord 

•• P. 240-241. Clarendon, in the Appondix^^ Sir Edward was a good and religious 
man, unbiintcd by the evils of tliat most licentious age, and diu-inj; the 
reign of King James *'lie weekly si>ent tlie greater part of one day, 
either ah)ne or with some of his family^ in imploring tlie mercy of 
God^ that the storm which seemed then to be falling on the nation 
mijrht be averted." 

At the oomnaencemeut of the Revolution he exerted himself with 
his sons on behalf of the Prince of Orange, and was at once made 
Governor of Worcester by the gentry there assembled; whicli city, 
by his great prudence, was kept in absolute quiet, ivhilst most others 
feh the shock of that great change. He was unanimously elected in 
the first Parliament of King William for the county of Hereford, and, 
consistently with the high principles wliich had ever actuated him, 
avoided all place and recompence, hut devoted liimself to the obtain- 
ing of sucii laws as might be of real service to his country ; and by 
his means the act for ahollsliing the arbitrary court of the Marches 
of Wales was passed. To tlie second Pai'liament hia return was 
factiously opposed, under the cry of his being an enemy to the 
Church ; but, the successful candidate dying within a few months, 
he was again unanimously elected, and contmued, in that and the 
succeeding Parliaments, constantly to oppose the extravagant ways 
that were taken for rniming the nation in debtj by raising funds 
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under great discounts, wheitbv a fle]>eiicleace was created on the 
minister, mid vast estatea obtained « * He was much regard(?d in 
the Hausti of Commons for Itis sound reosoningj and frequently closed 
the debates. He was well acquainted with t!ie character of men, 
yet in jmblic avoided saying anytlung that might the least prejudice 
the i-eputation of any person. His conversation was very entertain- 
ing ; having read much of history and retained what he read, and 
having hiraseli' been engaged in many of the most atin'ing events of 
his own times. The Auditor records:- — "Our father, Sir Edward 
Harley, may bo ti'uly said to have had all the accouipli^hmenta of a 
gentleman. His features were very exact, and (he) had great quick- 
ness in his eyes, which commanded respect* His temper was natu- 
rally very passionate, thuugh uiised with the greatest tenderness and 
humanity. His passion he kept tmder a strict restraint, and had a 
manner totally subdued ; but hia generosity and tender compassion 
to all objects of cliarity continued to his last." He was not less 
generous thaii brave. Sir Henry Lingen having been engaged in the Auditor Hbt- 
siege of Brampton castle, his estate was laid under sequestration, and "^ " 
the profits tlicreof ordered to be applied to make satisfaction to Sir 
Edward. After an inventory of all his goods and personal estate was 
taken. Sir Edward waited upon the F.ady Lingen, and having asked 
whether that was a perfect inventory, he pi-esented it to her^ with 
all his right to the same. His cousin Smyth having cut off the 
entail of his estate, left it to Sir Edward i but this he gave up at 
once to the nest of kin. As a testimony of his unfeigned love for 
religion, and its public maintenance, he not only rebuilt the church 
at Brampton Bryan in his father*s life-tiine, but augmented the 
liviuga of Brampton Bryan, Leintwardine, Wigmore, Lyngen, 
Kington and Stow ; " and on the death of his raother-in*law, 
becoming interested iu tlie lease of the impropriate tithes of Folden 
in Norfolk, the property of Cains College, he proposed suiTendering 
the same, on condition of its peqietual annexation to the vicarage ; 
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which waa efllecteti, tiiereby augruentiriw the value of it to XOOL a- 

yenr : anrl when the College offered hini the nomination to the living, 

then void, he only so fiir availeJ himself of it, as to request the person 

to be nominated should be first appi-oved by his father's friend.

together with a memorandnm of the Master and Fellows relative to

The Appendix contains a letter of Sir William Gregory, which, 
bidding Sir Edward to the funeral of John, Lord ScudamorCj records 
the friendshijy which existed between tliese two worthies of Hereford- 
ahirej who had taken opix^sfte parts in the Civil Wars- Truly, they 
were among the excellent of the earth. They loved and feared 
God, and left substantial proof of their devotion to His cause, in the 
restoration to the Chiureh of tithesj of which she had been despoiled. 

For the two or three last yeara of his life he wisely retired from 

public, and, as his father and grandfather before him, died in peace at 

m>i«i. Brampton Bryan, 8 Dec. 1700. So exemplary was hia virtue, and 

love to his counti'yj that he was ooUed by discerning persons, *'ulti- 

mu3 Anglorura.'* 

Sir Kdward was twice married: firstly, 26 Jnne, 1654, to Mary, 
danghtcr of Sir Wliliam Button, of Parkgate, in co< Devon, by whom 
he had issue: — 
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Brilliana, wife of William Pophani, of Tewkesbury : 
Martha, wife of Samuel Hutchina, of London, merchant : 
And two Maries, who died young. 

Secondly, to Abigail, daughter of Nathaniel Stephens, of Essing- 
ton, in co» of Gloucester, ( by whom his children were allied to Sir 
Francis Walatngham, Sir Philip Sydney, and the Earl of Essex,) 
and by her had foui* sons and one daughter: viz.—

Lady Frances Vernon Harcourt's collections contain many letters of 
Su- Edward, but none written to his Motlierj or during her life-time. 
They were, no doubt, all preserved and treasured up by one who 
loved him so fondly, and must have perished, with many valuflblea, in 
the ruin of the castJe, when a considerable library of MSS. and 
printed books was destroyed. Portraits remain of Thomas Harleyj 
Esq., Sir Robert Harley by Oliver, and Sir Edward by Cooper, all 
engraved by Verttie, and published in Culliiis's Historical Collection; 
and there is a portrait of tlie Lady Brilliana Harley stilll in the pos- 
session uf licr dest-endant, Lord Rodney, and now at his seat at 
Berringtoii, tn the county of Hereford. 

In addition to the originals, the Editor has had the use of a com- 
plete transcript of them, made by the Lady Frances Vernon Har- 
court, and illustrated by her own notes; and it would bo unjust to his 
friend and neighbour, the Rev. John Webbj of Tretirei, whose accu- 
rate knowledge of the history of the times to which these letters 
refer is ■well known, if he did not here gratefully acknowledge the 
ready and valuable advice he has at all times received from bim in 
the preparation of this Introduction and the notra which accompany 
the Letters.

ciPLK,** BY Thomas Froysell, Mjnisteh of Cluk, in Shrop- 
shire. I^ND. 1658, 



We have marched all ihia day in ^able posture : I pray we may all walk 
in white one day with Jesua Chmt. This present scene of sorrow becomes 
us. As the aire receiTes severaJl impressions from the ftupenour hodiej^* 
she looks lig-htsoine when the heavens shine, and sad again, when they look 
black again upon her ; so, when the celestinll proTideuce shall change her 
cotititenanco upon U3, 'tis our duty to change our aspects. 

Our loase is very great. We have lost a cluefe man, one that was a 
common and publick good. The sun of this country l3 set Sir Uobert 
Harley gave a great light to th^e parts. We are wont to say of fair 
weather, "'tis pitty it should doe any hurt," because we are loth it should 
ever leave us, I am sure, I may say^ 'tis pitty that ^ood men should dye 
and leave m3 — that brave Sir Robert Harley should ever be missed amonj^ 
lis ; he was && chojce a piece as our age hath known ; a man tbat wa» the 
rariety of men ; a man whom his deacent had elevated above the rate of 
ordinary men ; and a man whose veins free grace had filled with nobler 
bloody a man of whom I may say, in the words of my teit, "Thou art 
greatly beloved." {Page 1 — 3.) 

{Page 97 to the end.) And this leads roe now into the discour&e of this 
great man and great salnti whose funeralls we at this time celebrate. He 
was a great man hy birth; he was a great saint by grace; and therefore 
greatly beloved. I shall not speak the greatnesse and antiquity of his 
honourable family, although these shining adjuncts set him out in bright- 
nesae and spleudDur to the eye of the world ; yet, because they make not a 
man greatly beloved in the eve of God, I shall rather speak of those titles 
of honour that are not written in dust — those things tbat did grcaten hi? 
greatnesse. 

I know he had his humanities, for we are all but men till we are gloriSed 
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saints, and then our infirmitieR as well as 3orrowH shall \»i done away ; as all 
tears shall be wiped frum our eyes, so all stains aball he woshtn] from our 
natures. 

My language is not a match for his excellent vei*tiies* His spiritual! 
lineaments and beauties are above my peucill. I want art to draw his pie- 
tui*e. And though little graoc seenjs much (nay, more than it is,) in a 
great person, yet 1 think I may safely say that his gracious greatne&se did 
transcend his outward greatnesae. If other saints are candles, he was a 
torch. If others are slarree, he wa? a starre of greater magnitudo. He 
made his outward grcatnesse but a servant to ihe exercise of his graces. He 
was a copy for all great men to transcribe in all descending^ ages. He was 
a man of desires: a saint in great letters: famous (I think) throughout the 
land, one where or other, for his graces. To my knowledge eminent minis- 
ters did most eminently prize him. Sir Robert Harley was a sweet name 
upon their lips. When they spake of him, they would speak with honour 
and delight in him. 

(!}. I have heard himself say, that God (in His great mercy) had kept 
him unstained from grosse sins: a great privtiedge and favour of Ueaven I 
More than many a worthy saint can soy, that his life ("like a fair sheet of 
paper) should be preserved pure and white from foul blots, and then written 
upon with goldtin letters of grace, I must tell you, this is a lovely 
manuscript. 

(2). He was the first tb&t brought the Gospell into theise parts. This 
country lay under a vaile of darknesse till he began to shine. He set his 
first choyce upon that transcendent holy man> Mr. Peacock, in Oxford, but 
trod took him to Heaven, which prevented his coming to Brampton. Then 
Providence led him to the knowledge of that now blessed servant of God+ 
Mr. Peirson, whose exemplary graces sjid minifitery shed a rich influence 
abroad the country. 

And as God removed godly ministers by death, he continued still a suc- 
cession of tbem to you. Not onely Brampton Brian, but ye also of Wig- 
more, and ye of Leyntwardine, owe your very souls to Sir Robert Harley, 
who maintained your ministers upon his own cost, that they might feed you 
with the Gospell of Jesus Christ. 

(3), He was the pillar of religion among us* How would he counlen- 
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ance g-odliiiesse ? Hii greatness*? professing- Christ brouglit profession mto 
credit, and cast a lustre on it Profession began to grow and spread itsdfe 
under his shade 

(4), His planting of g-odly minisiters, and then backing thera with his 
authority, made religion famous in thia Utl;le corner of the world. Oh I 
what comfortable times had we (through Gods mercy) before the wars J 
How did our publick meetifigs shine wilh hia exemplary presence in the 
midst of thcin I 

(5). He would feed heartily upon the ordinances. He came with hunger 
to thfitn, and did afterward digest them into reall nulriraent. How would 
his heart melt under the word^ and dissolve into liquid tears \ I have seen 
him thaw and distill as the weeping- trees under the winter sun-beatns- 

(6). He did deal macli in prayer. He would embark no undeflftking 
till he had sought God. He would frait his vessellj hoyse up the mast« and 
spread the sailes : (he would not neglect the meanes) yet be would, by 
prayer^ beg the winds, and wait the gales of Providence to set his ship 
a-going. 

(7). His house was an house of prayer: 'twas the center where the 
saints met to seek God. 

(S). He was noble in hia liberality to the saints in their wants: their 
necessity was his opportunity. ' 

(9). He was spirited with a keen hatred of sin and prophanenesse. He 
would not, 1 may say, he could not brook it, in any under his roof. He 
would often say, be cared not for the service of one that feared not God, 

(10). He was a friend to Gods friends. They that did love G^ad had 
his love. Gods people were his darlings ; they had the cream of his affcc- 
tiona. If any poor Christian were crusb'd by malice or wrong, whither 
would they fly, but to Sir Robert Harley ? 

{ U). Agaiiie, if at any time he had been angrvi he would quickly desire 
to be reconciled ; saying, *' We mugt take heed least the devill come 
between." 

(13). He loved his children most tenderly ; I think no man in the world 
carried more of a fathers dearnesse in him than he did, yet he would never 
bear with any evill in any of his children : he would often say to them, I 
desire nothing of you hut your love, and that you keep from sin, 
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(13). The souk of his religion was sincerity ; lie knew no t-nd but t<v 
serve (iml and to be saved. I shally in this place, bring in a notable sjieecli 
of Ilia about a jtar and a lialfe since: whi-n a most eminent mitiSsler of 
ibe land came to visit bim, an<! ask't bim what comfortable evidences he 
had of bis salvation ? he answered, *' lie had nothing to rely upon but Jesus 
Christ, and he knew no relig-ion but sincerity." 

(14)» He was a great honourer of Godly raini&teTS ; he carried them in 
his bosome; of all men in the world they sat next his heart, he did hup; 
ihetn in his dearest embraces; I must teli you he wus their sanctuary in 
evill times. How oft hath he interposed between them and dano;orB ! when 
sin full grcatiiesse did frown upon them, this great man would show hiniselfe 
upon the Stage for them. When Mr. Pierson was questioned before the 
Bishop. Sir Itobert Harle/ was not afraid to appear constantly jn hia 
defence ; I could tell you that he felt the frowns and displeasures of a near 
relation rather than he would desert that sprvant of Jesus Christ. When 
Dr. Stoughton and Mn Workman were in trouble^ Sir Kobert Harlej 
accompaniod them to the High Commission, which made the Archbishop 
dart frowns upon him. 

(15)« He was also a magistmte^ and herein (I mufit tell you) he was 
animated with a most nimble soul of zeal against ain. He was fitU of 
spirits ag-aintitTrtl dishonours done to God ; he was a terrour to evill works ; 
he knew no rcsjKict of persons in a businesses wherein God was wronged* 
Amonjj other thini^Bs how would he vindicate the Sabbath from contempt ! 
PropluinnesBc durst not appear upon the fate of it By this means the cou- 
grcgationa were frequented on tbe Lords dayes, and many thouyand soul^, 
prevented from tbeir sinfull sports, sate under the droppings of the word. 

( 16 1. He paid a dear devotion of love to the Lords day (that pearle of 
the week). When the licentious BinfulneaEe of times cryed it down, how 
often have I heard him plead it up ! with exccUcney of arguments ! and in 
his own practice he rose alwayes earlier upon the Lords day (and dayes of 
humdifitien), even to ttie times of his eslreme weakncase* He rejoyeed 
still when the Sabbath i*arae, and was usually more chearfuU that day than 
others, even in his sifkneswe. He wept much when his servants sufferwl 
him to slfep on the Lords day later than he used, althouje^h he had tioL 
retted all that night. 
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(17). lie wafi one that did swim deep in the tUl(* of riittlin^ »tul hninilia- 
tion. I have seldom seen an heart broken upon sticH a diiy as his wus wont 
to be. He was one that did sttind in ihe ^ap, that did si^h and try fur iht- 
aboniiiintiotis done in the land, ar.d for it God set a mark upon his fore- 
head. Though liis custte waa ruined, yet Gi>d aut a mark upon hini, when 
the naked sword, that measeuger of death, "^'alkt the land, aiid lookt keen 
upon you ; and God set His sesl tpf safoty upon his ttL^ar Lady. ThalnnMe 
Lady and I'h*pnix of Women dyed iq peace ; though 6urroundcd with drums 
and noyse of war, yet she look her leave in peace. The sword had no 
forcp against her, as long^ as Gud preserved her, He pri'i5ervc?i! tin* place 
where she was. And the Man doatJi'd witJi liunen set a mork liUn ii]khi 
the forehead of his children ; for when they with the casUt; were siirrt-uden-d 
upt God made their enemies to treat them gently; he had hia Jewells tent 
safely to him by the hand of Providence. 

(16_). Hu was (I know not how oft) chosen by his eountrj' (o (lin Hig^h 
St'oate jiid Court of Parliauient, iind there (that I may speak v-jtlnn my 
knowledge) he was a bright and glorious fitar in that shining constellfttion ; 
as some stars are more excellent than others, so wna he there. He was a. 
man affixed principles; religion and solid reformation wjis all the whiti* he 
shot at. He appeared all along for a actled ininist(<ry, and the lihenilt 
maintenance thereof. He proeured the ordinance for setlling" the luininterM 
at Hereford ; his coinpatfi^Ot without trcpidatiuu ur variation, ^tni>d eon- 
stantly right to that pole, the good of hU couutry and guipel), which he 
kept ever in his pye. And though his losse were vast in those destroying 
times, yet he laboured, not for recomponce of his private lossieB, nor n^ceiv d 
any in the world. 

He was very zealous against Supersritiou aud Herenie^ tuid fur Cliurch 
Government, When one of the Parliament said to him, '• Sir lloburt 
Harley, why are voti (htis farneot for Pretibylerv? you see it ih ^o oppowd 
that it is in vu,n to seek to settle it," He replyed, '• Let m» ho much ratlier 
he carneat for it, though we gain it by iuehe» ; what we ubtuin now witli 
much difficulty and opposition shall he of uw; one dayj when thorn nhnll not 
he heard so mucli as the :»oinid of ii hummer/* 

(19), He could (wli«'ii lie was put to it) live by faith. In Ihv war<«, 
when the %ti'eairi of his estate (which thoidd haie nuiintain'd and wutrt'd 
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him and hia family) was diverted wholly from them, he wquld say often, 
*' Dear children, it ma-y ha, Gad will bHn;Q; us to want bread; sotiii^ say ic ia 
base to live from band to mouth, but 1 ara of another miudi I fipde it the 
best way of living, and (which was an high expression) who can be afraid 
of God's providence? welcome what the Lord aend9> if it go well with the 
Church, it is no matter." 

(20). His Boul was paved with humble submission to God in hardest 
diapensations. VfTicn after the wars he returned into the country and came to 
see with what face Brampton look't> he rude toward his ciii^tle ^te» nnd seeing' 
the ruines, put off his hat, and said, " God hath brought great desolation 
upon this place since 1 saw it ; I desire to say * the Lord hath given and the 
Lord hath taken, and blessed be the name of the Lord ;' in His good time He 
will raise it up again ; when His house is btiili, God (I trust) will build 
mine ;" and observe, that he took care to build this house a place of worship, 
and let his own lie buried still in its woefull ruines. 

You have had the fair and sumptuous prospect of his life, which stood 
alort like a beauteous city upon an hiU. 

Let US now follow him to hia nicknesse, which (you know) confined him 
some years lo his chamber ; and here I see the seaven stars, or seaveu celea- 
tiall si^St appear in the nig-bt of his sicknease. 

First* The greatest trouble of bia sickuesse to him was, that it disabled 
him from enjoying the publick ordinances ; he dearly loved the solemn 
assemblies; one day in Oods court was better to him thati a thouBand« 
The want of the publick ordinincest was the aiekne^se of his sictnesse. 

Secondly. His divine employment. Moet of his time (both day and 
nig^ht), whilst hf was detained in his chamber, was spcMt in hearing some 
(jood book, or the Scriptures, read to him ; he used very often to hear the 
17 chapter of St. John and the 8 to the Romans read to him ; and those 
two golden texts in the H to the Romans, ** all things work together for 
good to them that love God," and *' He that spared not His own Son, but 
delivered Him up for ua all, how shall He not with Him also freely give us 
all tbingsi?" he would repeat often, saying, " he knew no such cordialls," 

Thirdly, His victory over Satban. It pleased God, about two years 
since, to permit Satan to buffet him several] times. Ouee he lay all night 
and slept not, ar^d he was heard to say often, " Lord, rebuke the tempter ! 
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Lord, give victory ! Lord* be grncious V With these expressions he spent 
five or six hours ; in the inoruiug he spake very chearfully, and said he would 
be kid to sleep ; and haviog takea quiet rest, he awaked, and said that all 
the sin& of hisi lite hud heen laid before hLm that night, and those thiags (he 
Said) thnt he had long forgotten, he then remembered. He said, the 
tempter had been very busie, "■ But, blessed be God. I did col sleep uatlll I 
had made my peace with God^ through Jesua Christ." Then he chearfuUy 
said, a little while after, ^^ God may let Satan buffet us for a time^ hut he 
shall never prevaile." Afiler this his ehearfubie^se continued without inter- 
ruption. 

Fourthly. His willing'neBse to die. He was wont to say, many wish to 
live over their lives againe, that they might meud what had been amisse. 
'' 1 would not he lo live over my life again, least 1 should make it worse ; I 
would not for all the world be youtig Hgain, because I would not be bo far 
from Heaven." Aud he would say to his childrcQ, when be had them 
about him, ^' I have taught you bow to live, and I hope I shall teach you 
how to die." 

Fifthly. Hia patience under his sharp suffering's. His disease was stone 
aud palsie, and tbey that know theae must look for tortures ; yet in his 
sharpest pains and torments he would iiiollifie them with this consideration, 
— that is best which God doth. He would often say, the will of the 
Lord be doncj above all and id all, for that is beat of all ; and he would 
support himselfe under big sharp paitis with this meditation, — Heaven will 
make araeodi lor all; and aometimea, when asked how he did, he would 
answer, <' poor, but going to Heaven, as fast aa I can." His lips (like an 
hontycombe) would drop such sweet expresainns as these, *' if the Lord 
see it best for me, that the stone in the bladder should be the way to hnng 
me to Heaven, His will be done: it ia better to die of the stone in the 
bladder, than of the stone in the heart.*' Thus (jf you obaerve) he fed his 
patience under the divine hand, with divine arguments. That place of 
Seripture, I Cor. 10. 13, " there hath no terajiiatiou taken yon, but such 
as is eommou to man; but -God is faithful, who will nut auifer you to be 
tempted above that yon are able," he did often mention with joy ; saying', 
it way the first place whereby God guve him comfort ; and some few days, be- 
fore hia death, when he w«ia in much pain, he fjuid, " blenaed be Goil* who 
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brings this place with comfurt to me, whereby I had received first joy ;" 
;ind so repeated thaB*? words, ^ there is no temptation," &c.; adding further, 
**■ blessed be God, blessed be what tomes in the name of the Lord; Lord, 
he gracioua." Thus yoii see his admirable patience. 

Sixthly. His lovG to the Glorj- of God, and the Church of God. To joy 
under great afflictions is. a hard matter ; water queuchelh fire, yet his joj 
m that which i:Dncern'd (rod Uia affliction could ngt eiLtiu^uish. He was 
wont td pray constantly aince the ruines and desolationa of Bi'smpton, that 
God would realore the Gospel hither: and two daya before hia death he 
Tfjoiied exceedingly,, when he was told that this place of publick worship 
was fiaished. About three days b&forc hi» death, when he arose and went 
to prayer (as he constantly used to ilo), though not able to enlarge m 
prayer, because of weakuease, he prayed for the I'uine of Antichrist, for 
the Chui*ches of God beyond gea, naming- Savoy, Switzerland, Germany- 
Upon the ftfth of November, though very weak, and under great paina, 
yet he blessed God, for the great mercy of that day to the Church, and the 
nation, and to himaclf, who was of the Parliament wheu the Powder Plot 
wa& Intended, aud for the many mercies God had vouchsafed him to »ee 
Bince thpt time in the Church and in hlg own family; for hi^ lady, the 
mother of his children, who (he said) was gone to Heaven before htm, 
and for hh thildrexia ghddren ; and for his hearing', which being lost, God 
restored him perfectly. Thus, the day before he dyed, he kept a day of 
thflnksgiving- to God, for all His former mercies. Qh^ what spiritual and 
angelical elevation of heart was this! His soul was musical, like the bwan; 
he sang before his death i which leads me to another branch. 

Seventhly^ His faith aud assurance. A godly minister speaking- to him 
eoncerniiig his disi^olutlou ; he tim4, " What matter is it if my poor cottage 
be falling here below ! I am sure of a fair house upon the top of yonder 
hill." A day or two before his death, the 5 of Job being read to him in 
course, he said, " He that hath been with me in six troubles will not leave me 
in the seventh.*' And, lastly, having (like good old Jacob) given his 
bleasin^ to all his children that were then at home, and to his groudchiU 
dreu ; desiring the Lord to blesse and sanctifie them particularly ; I say, 
haTinir done this about an hour before hia death, though under extream 
pain, he said, " Blessed be GiA for tbii quiet peace." Thus his peace with 
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God sbined like a candle in his heart, till his lamp of life went out with 
these last words, " I die, Lord be gracious 1" In the flame of these words 
his soule (like the angell of God that appeared to Manoah) ascended, and 
went up to Heaven, Thus this glorious saint went up to glory. 

In the best times there were few or none better; in these declining times 
he hath left almost none like him among us. I pray God to double the 
spirit of deceased Elijah upon his surviving Elisha. The Lord repair the 
mines of this castle, and build up this great family for the glory of His 
name in these parts. 

Before I leave, I cannot but tell you, how God hath taken three brave 
men of late from us. The first upon whom the lot fell was Mr. Richard 
More of Linley, the next was Mr. Humphrey Walcot of Walcot, and now 
it hath fallen upon renowned Sir Robert Harlcy. I mention them here 
together, because these three were the triangles of our country ; and whilst 
they lived were special friends, and of one heart for God in the concern- 
ments of His Gospell. And now I have done : onely to put you in mind a 
little of yourselves. You see, you are dying creatures : oh, then I consider 
your later end ! the consideration of our last end should be the exercise of 
our first thoughts : to consider our end, would be the end of our sins, and 
the resurrection of our repentance ; ashes keep fire alive ; so this considera- 
tion, that we are dust and ashes, will keep our graces alive.

The FrotcstattoD alluded to in Letter cvi. was no doubt that taken by 
the House of Commons 3rd May, 1641, to which is prefixed, in the 
Journal* of that HouBe, the following : — 

" A Froamble, with the Protestation, made by the whole Hoiiso of Com- 
mons, the 3 of May 1641, and assented tintOi by the Lords of the 
Upper House, 4th of May. 
*' We, the Knights^ CitizenB, and Burgesses of the Commons House in Par- 

liamentj finding, to the Grief of our Hearts, that the deaigna of the priests 
and Jesuit*, and other Adherent* to the See of Home, have of late more 
boldly and frequently put in Practice then formerly, to the Undenniningp and 
Danger of the Huin of the true rcfornied Relig;ion in hia Majesty's Dominions 
established: and fioding also, that there hath been, and having Cause to 
suspect there still are, even during the Sitting: of Parliatnentt Endeavours to 
subvert the fundapental Laws of England a.ad Irfffanrit&ndto lutroduce the 
Exercise of an arbitrary and tyrannical Goverament^ by tnost pernicious and 
nicked Counsels, Plots, and Conspiracies: and that the long lutcrmission and 
unbappier Breach of Parliaments hath occasioned many illegal Taxationsj 
whereupon the Subjects have been prosecuted and gprieved : and that divers 
Innovations and Superstitions have been broug-ht into the Church ; Multi- 
tudes drivea out of his Majesty's Dominions ; Jealousies raised and fomented 
between the King and People ; a Popish Amiy levied in Ireland, and Two 
Armies brought iulo the Bowels of this Kiugdom, to the Hazard of his Ma- 
jesty's Royal Person, tlie Conaumption of the Revenue of the Crown, and 
the Treasure of this Realm : and lastly, finding the great Causes of Jea- 
lousy, Endeavours have been and are used, to bring the Engiinh Army 
into Misunderstanding of this Parliament* thereby to incline that Jinny by 
Force to bring to pass those wicked Counaela ; have therefore thought good 
to join QurseWes in a Declaration of our united Affections and Resolutions: 
jiud to make this ensiung Protestation ; — 
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** I» A* B., doj in tbe Presence of Almighty God, pramiae, vow, and pro- 
teat, to mainlahi &nd deienil, aa far qs lawfully I may, •with my Life, Power, 
and Estate, tlie true, reformed, Protestant Religion, expressed in the Doctrine 
of the Church of England^ a^inst all Popery and Popish Jtmovatians, a,nd 
according to the Duty of my Alleg-iance to his Majesty's Uoy.'vl Person, 
Honour, and Estate ; as aho the Power and Privilege of Parliament, the 
lawful Rights and Liberties of the Subjects, and every Person that maketh. 
this Protestation, in whatsoever he shall do, in the lawful Pursuance of the 
same : And to my Power, as far as lawfully I may, I will oppose and by 
good Ways and Meana endeavour to bring to condign Puuiahment all such 
aa shall, by Force, Practice, Counsel, Plots, Conspiraciea, or otherwise, do 
any thing to the contrary in thia present Protestation contained* 

" And further, I shall, in all just and honourahle Ways, endeavour to pre- 
aerre the Union and Peace betwixt the Three Kingdoms of England^ 
St^otlandy and Ireland^ and neither for Hope, Fear, nor other Respect, shall 
relinquish this Promise, Vow, and Protestation," 

ThiB protestation w*3 immediately takeu by the majority of the Hou&e 
then assembled, and directions were gent into the country for its beiQg^ 
taken by sheriflfsi magistrates^ and others. It was not until 20th January^ 
1641-2, that Mr. Serjeant Wilde presented from his committee sitting at 
Grocers' Hall, the copy of a letter to be signed by the Speaker and sent to 
the several sheriffs of counties respectively, requiring' " them and the juS' 
tiees of the peace of the counties to meet together in one place, as soon aa 
possible they may, and then to take the protestation themselves; and then, 
dispersing themselvea into their aeverall diviaiona, to call together the 
minister, the constables, churchwardeua, aad overseers of the poor of every 
parish, and lender unto them the protestation, to be taken in their presence, 
and to desire them speedily to call together the inhabitants of their several 
parishes, both householders and others, being eighteen years of age and 
upwardsi and to tender unto them the same proteBtaiion, and to take the 
names both of those who took it and of those who rcfusej and to retuni 
them to the knights and burgesses, &c»" 

lu consequence of this requirement, which was highly offensive to the 
gentry of Herefordahire, a declaration was got up and printwi under the 
title of " The Declaration or Resolution of the County of Hereford:" on 



which occur the following notices in the Journal of the Hou^e of Com- 
mons ; —

Shop, and rtading a Pamphlet iDtituled, " The Declaration or Resolution of 
the County of Hereford," and saying-, that this was a foul Scandal upon the 
Parliament, aod th^t the Author of it deserred to be whipt; oqf> Sir Will. 
Boteler told hlmi, that he deserved to bo wbipt for fiayiDg so; and that be 
Would justify every Word in it: and that, by God he would Blaah him; 
and while he was talking with him^ one Mr. Dutton, a Minister, came to 
him, and Ukewiae ^id, that he deserved to be whipt ; and he asked, 
Wherefore? And he replied, For speaking Nonsense, and for saying- it 
Vffls a Libel. 

** J?cjo?rerf, — ^That Mr* Dutton, the minister, shall be forthwith com- 
mitted a Prisoner to the Gatehouse, there to reinaiij during the Pleasure cf 
the House, for c-arrying himself in a scornfijl Manner in the House, and 
for as mueh aa in him lay^ justifying the foulest and moat scandalous 
Pamphlet that ever was raised or published against the Parliament.

May it please your Lordship — 1 humbly address this to wipe off 
that breath would intercept the clearness of your Lordship'ij favor^ 
whert'lo (in thrit degree became me) I thought mytielf happy* My Lord 
Bishop of Hereford since his return from Parliatnenl told ine that your 
Lordship had acquainted him you had received fiom« late informations 
concerning rae* as if I were not well affected, neither to thp church nor 
state, and that 1 countenanced factious persons. Particular insUnres or 
proofs of this general accusation my Lord Hishop did not mentioD to m«T 
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and if sucli were given i6 your Lordship, I doubt not moat clearly to dis- 
prove or refute them. 

I shall therefore (after most hiunble thanks for the notice your Lordship 
hath pleased thms to give tne, wherein I hope I mistake not vtmi" favors 
townfda me) beg leave to rectifye myself before your Lordship. 

As for my relijpon, 1 thank God I can trulv say I have no opinion but 
what is conaonaiit to the Catholic faitli and the doctrines of the Church of 
England, but what I have learned out of the Scriptures and the writings 
of the ancient fathers; accordingly, through God*9 help^ I endeavour to 
lead my life, which, to cle;i>i' me fi-gm all guspieion of schism, hath not only 
the present and sufficient evidences of a coDBtant and reverend attendance 
upon divine service, but ill times of danger had the testimony of many 
hazards, and expences in bcthalf of reverend persotis of the church, I could 
say more, but I forbear, least I speak like a fool. My Lord, I wonder not that 
I am now reported to he a counteiiancer of factioua pLTSOUS^ for 1 well re- 
member when I served his Mnjesty in Dunkirk, it wag commonly said, that 
the chaplains I brought into ji^arrisou were factious persons. But the truth 
waSf I discarded the factious, and introduced learned and pious persona, who 
are now, one of tbem a prelate, the others^ reverend divines in the church. 
I can now also truly avcrr, that I have nut countenanced any factious per- 
sons, nor have such persons resorted to me, nor hath there been in my 
family any factious or unlawful meeting. 

As for my Affectiuti to his Majesty's service, it is now twenty years 
since, upon that account I have constantly lust, done, and suffered : and Jn 
order to his Majesty's happy restoration I did. without the vanity of com- 
parison, employ all the poor ability of tny eatflte and person. My Lord, 
what I did then, I did out of duty — I bad not any other design. My Lord 
Geneml kii^w how unwilUn^dy I undertook the command of Dunkirk. In 
that employment, I thank God, I served his Majesty with all fidelity and 
affection, and with as much devotion as ever my Life is always at his Ma- 
jcsty'a service.

I shall be vcry^ glad to see the meiDoirs you mention ; but» as concernmg 
ypur friend, Oncp at Dunkirk, the sum of wliat he can aay concerning him- 
splf is Slimmed up in the 90th Psnira ; — '* We speiid our years like a tale 
thai is told-" If the Lnrd please to spare hia poor worm, an account shall 
be endeavoured for you, coneeraing; that affair. What you mention con- 
cprning- the Earl of MaceSesfield'a offer of lO,OOOif. ; it is what many wit- 
np5si?s in several places, and upon several occasions, have heard his I>ordahip 
fiillv express, vcith undeserved regard and kindncsg, to the then governor of 
Dunkirk. What is said to be spoke by the Lord General Monk in rela- 
tion to Colonel Ilarley and Dunkirkjhalh many attestationa* but It is hoped 
that, without miBtake, it ni»y be avprred that the Earl of MonUgne was 
told by King Charles that he would not have parted with Dunkirk, if he 
could have been permitted to retain Colonel Harlev in that post, which he 
would have preserved for hh Majesty without extraordinary charge; but, 
said the king. " I am C'tntinually disturbed because he is represented to be 
a notorious Presbyterian," I shall not at this time add more upon that 
subject. I would be glad, if the Lord sees good» to rt-present to you (hat 
full scene.

Many iJangprous falls oa 
horseback 1 have had, specially whea I was wonderfully preserved, my 
horse slumbling and falling into a ditch near Orleton, in frosty weathf r, but 
waa aeverby any fall much hurt. 1 have eftpn been preserved in journeys 
and voyages from thieves ; from watenj, specially in a dangLTOua passage 
once at Newnham. Many tim^a 1 crossed the wa between England and 
Flnudera, allwaya saftly ; though once, in a great storm, constrained tis lye 
at anchor 36 hours over against Graveling, 166U I waa delivered from 
the inalitioua accusation of the army, 1647, and my God made my speech 
in my detetice in Parliament acceptable. That year I waa preserved from 
the plagucj of which my servant died, and at the same time recovered from 
a dangerous pestileQtial fever In 1649 I had a long lingering distemper, 
which ended in a violent sickness with vomiting and purging at VVigmore ; 
hut, though the chastening was aore dnd deserved, 1 was not given over to 
daath, hut God restored me to health. Afterward I was preserved from 
the cruelty of that power which put to death holy Mr. Love. In lti34 I 
was recovered from a giievous ague, which bad seized me in Devonshire. 
Borne years I was visited with the gout, but through mercy the fits have 
been short, and my limbs restored to me ; and now for above two years I 
have not been disabled with that disc-ase. In 1640 God was pleased, with 
a fatherly wisdom and goodness^ to visit me with a rupture, by which I waa 
for many yeara kept humble and from many t^mplations, I u»ed oRen 
many medicines and remedies prescribed by pbysiti;ins and chirurgions, but 
without effect, yet after it hnd lieen upon me more than twenty years, it 
pleased God to heal that breach upon me« without the use of any remedy 
whatsoever, so that I have been perfectly well for several years. This is 
a most bountiful favour. Lord I heal uiy soul of all vain deaires, and 
accept my strength to serve the God of my life. I let me never forget 
this signall blessing. Teach me, oh my God 1 to love thee with all my 
strength, and never to doubt the love of God Almighty, all suflSdeut, in 
whatever condition 1 shall be exercised^ for my God is my life and the 
length of my dayi^. 

Id all distress during the warrs, when my father lost all bis e&tate^ his 
houses burnt, and for three years hnd not any thing of bia own for h\& 
family, we liad allwuya meat to eat and raiment to put on. Praised be my 
God, that hath granted me the ccinforts of life, healthy constitution, Mftefidl 
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senses, money to pny niy debts, power to build a convenient habitation, 
bleBsing to repair many ruiua in the estate of my father, and to enji>y it 
peaceably. Gracious was my God in giving^ me my firEtwife, now I trust, 
a blessed saint, who wna a most'affeotionato, ptiident, pious person, by whoia 
God gave me, besides a very considerable portion, the mercy of four daugh- 
ters. Two sleep, I trust, in Jesus, and live with God. Two now survive, 
I hope, to (floriEo God. 

GraciQUs was ray God, in giving to me my present wife, who hath been 
made the dear comfort of my life now above twelve ycjsrs, and the mother 
of four sons and a daughter, uf which God wais pleJii^d to lake my youtigest 
son, in infancy, to His mercy. 

Blessed be God! that hath granted me favour in tbe afitfctioii of my 
father and my mother, who teoJerij loved me, and wisely and carefully in- 
structed tt.nd corrected me. What am I, a ])Oor worm, to have any esteem 
in the world, or to be accepted by thy saint* ? O Lord ! by ihy favour I 
was chosen of several parliaments; chosen, miknowii to myself, Governor of 
Dunkirk, and there honoured to he serviceable to thy servants, and to assist 
the sanetification of thy holy sabbath. 

How preiioua are all (hy thoughts of love unto me, O God ! How great 
is the sum of them ! The vig.taliou of tby Spirit, O Lord! hath latight 
me the precious wonders of thy laws. From my birth, tlie lines have fallen 
unto me in pleasant places, for I have always heard the joyful sound of thy 
divine jubilee. Nay, Lord ! this place, which was greatly waste, and for 
divers years in the region uf the shadow of death, for the sins aud iniquities 
of my forefathers, who were idolatocs and sinaers, and of me an unholy, 
vile wretch, now is made to me a gqodlv heritage ; for we have a place of 
worship and a faithful dispenser of the Word of God- 

Who i& a God like unto our God, ihqt pardons iniquity, trausgreBsion, 
and sin ? O Lord ! for thy name's sake, heal my backsliding^, love me 
frct'ly, subdue all my iniquities, and cast all my sins into the depths of the 
sea. My life is but a vapour- Oh ! m Jesua Chiist beget me, by the iucor^ 
ruptible seed of thy word, which livelh utid abidelh for ever, that I may do 
the will of God aud abide for ever. Oh, Lord ! I am the clay, be thou my 
potter. Fashion this house of clay to be thy temple. Make ms a vessel of 
pmiseaud service to thy Majesty. Be not ashamed to be my God ! there- 
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fore make me holy, aa my God l3 holy, in nil manner of conversation and 
godliness. Forsake not the work of thy hands, but keep inc by thy power 
tbrotigh faith into solvation, for the sake of Jesus Christy la whom make 
itie accepted, and partaker of the riches of thy grace, which hath abounded 
towards me, ia all wisdom and prudence. Amen.

I am tbU day, through dirinf^ patience, 50 years old. O I^rd ! 1 am 
not worthy the least of thy merciea.

In August, my dear neice Frances Fifzjames^ of the 
small-pox. Since that, my worthy friend Mr. Thomas Treht-rne, and my 
coain Reads wife^ both dead in the eame day I and now my sister Palmer; 
while I, a poor unprofitable worm, am still spared. O, my God ! the fif- 
tieth year was in Canaan the year of Jubilee, Oh I that tlus may be to me 
the acceptable year of the Lord ! wherein I may be released from the miaer- 
able chains of sloth and carelessness^ whkh render me so vile ia the eyes of 
the glory of my God.

Under the danger wUioh thrGat^ncKl thf> ehuivb ut Brampton, and which was very mtii^h 
injured in the siege, the Regiftter had been mofrt probably put away in aarffty, as it does 
not contain Bu^ rc<?ord of Mdy Brilliana'i death or burial. Sir ICobcrt was at tliia time 
much euj^geil in Parliament, The Jonmolv of the Houteof Common^ record hisi pri^flcnce 
on the Ttlif t^tb, ITtb, 19th, and 2^\h ot October. On thn 27th of this month it ifi 
ordered, TliHt the Committw for the W4Btcm parts do meet tliis afternoon, ftl 3 o'clotk, 
at Sir Robert UnrlcyV huuae *, and u^iiin im the SOth lbfl» U & similar order.
